He states that 
Her Majesty’s Government does not dispute that 
after the ratification of the convention there will be 
some foundation for this contention, but he adds 
that the prohibition of all sealing as a remedy has 
this defect, that the British sealers excluded from 
Behring Sea would have an undoubted ground of 
complaint if the British claim should be upheld by 
the arbitrators. Moreover, thereis no security that 
the arbitration will be coneiudea before the sealing 
season ef 1893. Thusan arbitration between Great 
Britain, the United States and Portugal, which has 
already occupied four years, is stall pending. 
Serious damage would be caused to the industry by a 
suspension of sealing fora long period. In view of 
all the above considerations, it appears to Her 
Majesty’s Government that it would be equitable to 
provide that sealing in Behring Sea shail comtinue 
on the condition that the owner of evey sealing ves- 
sel shall give security for satisfying any damages 
which the arbitrators may adjudge. 

I shall be glad to learn that the above suggestions 
meet with the concurrence of your Govern- 
ment.

GENERAL ALARM AT THE GRAVITY OF 
THE SITUATION, 


Terrible Possibilities of the Balloon in 
War—The Ministerial Crisis Discussed 
—Two French Dynamiters Arrested— 
Panic Over the Poison Conspiracy— 
Mexican Matters—General Foreign.

Warsaw, March 2%.—Rumors of war fill 
the air here, and they are given the appear- 
ance of truth by the pr esence in Poland of an 
immense number of soldiers who have been 
gathered from many parts of the Russian 
dominions. It may be, however, that this 
massing of troops is mot for offensive pur- 
poses but merely wit the object of prepar- 
Ing for the usual spring maneuvers. But the 
proximity of the se large bodies of troops to 
the Prussian frontier, whatever the object of 
the military authorities may be, cause as 
general feeling of uneasiness that the least 
spark may start a copfiagration, the results 
of which no one can II. 

This feeling of anxiety has been added to 
by the fact that the German authorities are 
evidently taking steps to learn from personal 
observation the strength and disposition of 
the Russian forces. They are not trying to 
learn these facts of supreme military 
importance through ordinary, spies, but are 
using Dalloons as the means to attain their 
object. Of late, in fact ever since the reports 
circulated of the arrival in Poland of the 
large number of Russian troops, several 
balloons which came from the German 
frontier have been seen hovering over the 
Russian fortresses and camps. These bal- 
loons are believed here to form part ofan 
extensive balioon spy service. Recently a 
balloon was floating above the fortress at 
Kovne. So certain were the officers stationed 
there that the object of the balloonist 
was to learn military secrets that 
orders were to fire upon 
the balloon. Notwithstanding the long 
range of the modern rie, it was impossible 
to hit the balioon, which was atavery high 
altitude, and its occupants by means 
of glasses pursued their investiga- 
tions entirely undisturbed by the bullets 
aimed in their direction. A close wrtch was 
kept upon the balloon, aud the watchers were 
surprised to find that it appeared to be under 
perfect control. After hovering about the 
fortress no little time it returned to the Ger- 
man frontier, its occupants evidently having 
gained the knowledge they sought for. 

A more surprising incident occurred a few 
days ago at Dombrowice, eighty-four miles 
west of Warsaw. Here a balloon was seen 
that gave a flat contradiction to the belief 
that the aerial navigation is mostly, if not 
entirely, a matter of wind currents. This 
balloon made its appearance sailing against 
the wind, which at the time was biowing a 
iresh breeze. Whenithad reached a point 
above the military. aua it stopped for a 
time and then ma@éuavesed fa manher that 
showed that it was provided with a highly 
perfected steering apparatus. 

The Russian miliitary authorities believe, 
and the handling of the balloons that bave 
appeared over Russian territory give good 
grounds for thelr belief, that France and 
Germany possess an efficient balloon steering 
apparatus that will render balloons an im 
portant factor in warfare. The possibilities 
of balloons in war have often been dis- 
cussed and if it proves true that it is possible 
to send them in any direction desired, a new 
and most dangerous element will have to be 
guarded against by the commanders of 
armies. This will prove a most preplexing 
problem, for at present there is no possible 
way of protecting soldiers in the field from a 
fire directed upon them directly from above 
by an enemy who is safely beyond rie 
range. 


GERMAN AFFAIRS, 


COMMENT ON THE MINISTERIAL CRISIS—THE 
KAISER’S HEALTH. 

BERLIN, March 24.—The Strasburg Post says 
nothing is known concerning the reported 
appointment of Herr Yon Puttkameras Sec- 
retary of State in the Ministry of Justice, 
and it is believed that the report is incorrect. 

The Nachrichten Ceclaresthat Prince Bis- 
marck’s experiment with Gen. Von Roen 
failed because the whole cabinet opposed it. 
Official circles bere are blaming Count Zedlitz 
for precipitating a crisis involving the Chan- 
celior. Im such circles it is declared that 
Count Zedlitz, instead of adopting the concen- 
latory policy that the Emperor desired, 
forced the most stringent clauses ot ‘the 
education bili through the committee at the 
instigation of reactionaries. 

It is expected that the Socialists would bit- 
terly oppose the appointment to the Ministry 
of Count Eulenburg, who is mainly respon- 
sible for the anti-Socialist laws. 

The peculiar circumstances surrounding 
Count Von Eulenburg's resignation in 1881 on 
account of Prince Bismarck’s letters snub- 
bing the Count, which letter was read in the 
Upper House of the Prussian Diet, shows 
that Prince Bismarck feared then that Count 
Eulenberg was becominga dangerous rival.

CANADIAN TRADE TOPICS. 

MONTREAL, Quebec, March 2.—Mr. Fos- 
ter’s statement in the House of Commons re- 
garding British trade arouses much inquiry. 
Most people hope it means that Canada is 
about to lower the tariff on goods imported 
from Great Britain, thus stimulating the 
Anglo- Canadian trade. If, however, it means 
that Canada is awaiting Engiand’s adoption 
of the policy of the Untted Empire, the trade 
of Canada will wait a long time. 

A London cable to-day quotesthe Chronicle 
as saying that Mr. Blaine, having added 
highly advantageous treaties with Republics 
of South Americato the enormous resources 
of the United States can, therefore, afford to 
wait for reciprocity with Canada or any other 
country on his ownterms. This is the true 
explanation of the fallure of Canada’s nego- 
tiations. 


AFTER A SWINDLER. 

Paris, March 2%.—The police authorities 
have been busy to-day receiving the names 
of people who have been swindied by Stiassy, 
the pretended World’s Fair Commissioner, 
who published a weekly paper 
here, as he claimed, in the interest of 
the exhibition, and collected about 100,000 
francs for space in the Fair which he had 
no authority to sell. Stiassy claims to be 
acting by authority of the Provisional Com- 
mittee, which had charge ot the fair enter- 
prise before the present official committee 
was appointed, and that he intended to erect 
in Chicago a reproduction ofthe Cafe Des 
Ambassadeurs of Paris. He made no con- 
cealment of his claim to act as a World’s 
Fair Commissioner and the Parisians express 
surprise that he was not called to account be- 
fore.

SWUNG OFF ATDP AWN 
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Henry Smith Executed at Louisville 
This Morning. 
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HE PAID THE PENALTY OF MURDERING 


Death Welcomed as an Introduction to a 
Better World—History of the Orime— 
Georgians Excited Over a Megro’s 
Bloody Work—New Theory in the 
Sheriff Dunn Case. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky.,March %.—From the same 
gallows from which Turner and Patterson 
were hanged Henry Smith wasswung into 
eternity this morning. Smith did not close 
his eyes during the night. At3o’clock, just 
after the service by Rev. Taylor, Smith knelt 
upon the floor of his cell with the minister at 
his side and made a prayer. Smith was hand- 
cuffed and his arms pinionea immediately 
afterwards. At 6:15 o’clock the start was 
made for the scaffold. 

When he mounted the scaffold Smith, whose 
courage had never left him, stepped to the 
front and made a short speech. He said he 
had nothing to say, but to welcome death. 
He was satisfied that he would pass into that 
world where there was nothing but happi- 
ness. He closed with a fervent amen. He 
then stepped on the trap. As the noose was 
put around his neck Smith laughed and 
said: 

‘ ‘Be careful. * 

He was smiling the while. At 6:20 o’clock 
the black cap was put on and the noose ad- 
justed. At 6:2 tune trap fell. The body drop- 
ped perfectly stiff, but after a few seconds it 
began jerkingin convulsions. Drs. Cox and 
Berry were standing onthe trap and timed 
the death. At 6:24 Smith’s hands began 
twitching and this lasted fora moment or 
two, and then the body became limp. At 6:38 
o’clock Dr. Garvin pronounced him dead. 

Smith was hanged for the murder of Louis 
Specht in December, 188. Smith was 
employed at Specht’s tavern, eight miles 
from the city on the Boonsbororoad. He 
was accustomed to driving his employer’s 
family tochurch every Sunday morning. On 
the day of the murder, Specht announced 
that he himself would go to the city, and that 
Smith would attend to his business during 
his absence. Smith, however, persisted that 
he should go to town. An altercation ensued 
which resulted in the murder of Specht. At 
first, after his arrest, Smith feigned insanity, 
but the jury found bim guilty of murder in 
the first degree. Every influence was brought 
to bear on the Governor for executive 
clemency, but he refused to grant a respite. 


NEW DUNN MURDER THEORY. 
GARDEN CITY, Kan., March 25.—Recent in- 
formation indicates that Sherif Dunn of 
Seward County was not murdered by a mob

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“HEGIVES HIS MOTHER’S ADDRESS AND

The Former Lives in Milwaukee, and the

The mysterious man lying at the City Hos- 
pital witha pistol bullet in his brain, and 
who since his romoval from O’Neili’s Hotel 
several Gays ago, had positively refused to 
revea! his identity or to explain how he came 
by his injuries,is Frank Tesson of Milwaukee, 


Wis. 

His mother. Mrs. Mary Tesson, lives at No. 
531 Third street in that city; and was to-day 
communicated with by Dr. Marks of the City 
Hospital, the wounded unknown hav- 
ing at last, under conscious fear of 
death, given some definite information re- 
garding himself and family, the information, 
the names, belag in the strictest confidence. 

Two brothers, named respectively Thomas 
and Charles Tesson, who live at Whitewater, 
Wis., have also been communicated with by 
Dr. Marks. If any of these relations of the 
wounded man intend trying to see him alive, 
it will from now on probably bearace be- 
tween them and death, as Tesson’s case 
this morning tock a turn for the worse, 
and the greatest fears are now enter- 
tained for his life. Dr. Marks reports that 
Tesson passed a very bad night, and that this 
morning a high fever developed, which 
made the case a most alarming one. At 10 
o’clock Tesson was saſd to be delirious, and 
noone butthe hospital attendants were al- 
lowed to go to his bedside. Should he die, the 
secret which now plainly surrounds his life 
will die with him, unless some member of 
bis family is able and willing to lift the veil, 
or there should come unexpected develop- 
ments from other quarters. 

To-day the police theory of the case was 
that of attempted suicide, the act of a mono- 
maniac. They claim that every feature of 
the case so far is so remarkable and peculiar 
as to take the would-be suicide’s conduct out 
of the realms of sanity and to show beyond 
all question that he is of upsound mind. The | 
opinion is expressed that the case will finally 
be found to be only one of suicide, or the re- 
sult of suicidal mania, with no sensational 
cause underlying it. This theory is, how- 
ever, earnestly combatted by many, 
and the opposing theory. advanced that 
when the full story of Tesson’s life and 
final desperate act is told there will be a re- 
markable romance brought to light. In the 
meantime news from the man’s family is 
now anxiously awaited by the hospital au- 
thorities. Dr. Marks states that while there 
is no imediate fears of Tesson’s death, the 
turn for the worse taken last night isa most 
threatening symptom.

THE BOILER EXPLOSION INQUEST. 


A Number of Wittesses; Testify To-Day— 
No V 

The Coroner's mnt batigd tion into the cause 
of the boller explosion by which five men 
were killed and three others injured at the 
Laclede Fire Brick Works at Cheltenham last 
Monday, was concluded this afternoon. 
John Pellet, the engineer, was 
examined, but very little evidence of 


importance was elicited from him. Deputy 
Qoroner Meade asked him his opinion as to 
the cause of the explosion, but the witness 
evaded the question. All he would say was 
that it might have been due to low water, but 
then it might also have been due to too 
much water, and then again it might have 
been caused by any one of half a score of 
things. Hecouldn’t say that!t was not due 
to low water, but when he was at the front of 
the boilers about ten minutes before the ex- 
plosion, there was plenty water in the boller. 
He didn’t notice the Water gau but could 
tell that fromthe runpningof the pump. He 
left the boilerand went upon the roof and a 
few minutes afterwards the explosion oc- 
curred. Those about him were killed, but he 
was only slightly injured. His fireman was 
a steady, rellable man, a man who was al- 
ways attentive to duty. ile always tackled 
me right away,’’ he said, ‘‘if anything went 
wrong.“ 

A. B. Eckhoff, formerly City Boller Inspec- 
tor and now inspector for a company which 
makes a specialty of insuring boilers, testi- 
fled that he tested the boller on Feb. 24, and 
that he found it to bein good condition, His 
examination was what is called the 
hammer test. He found two of the flues flat- 
tened from the dropping of the manhead, but 
did not have them fixed, His company took 

on the boiler for the 

that he intended to 

it again. This was 

only a preliminary examination, made at the 

request of President Green While the boiler 

was being set up. The brickwork was not 

around itand the attachments had not been 

made yet, He told the engineer when he left 
that he would call again, 

Leopold Barreshein, a carpenter, testified 
‘that he was in front of the bofler talking to 
the fireman about ten minutes before the ex- 
plosion and noticed that de had but eighty 
pounds of steam on. 

Phil Rohan, who manufactured the boiler, 
testified that it was made in 1883. He ex- 
amined the pieces after the explosion and 
could say that they indicated that 
the boller had let go all 
over and not in one particular 
place, showing that the explosion was not 

ue to some weak spot. The Doller was in 
excellent condition; in fact, he never saw a 
boiler as sound as this one after eight years’ 
service. It should have stood % per cent of 
the pressure allowed it originally. In exam- 
ining the ruins he could not find any of the 
safety plugs. 

J. J. Burke, City Botler Inspecter, testified 
that he had not inspected the boller or had it 
inspected. The inspections of the Hartford 
Co. were accepted by him as satisfactory and 
took the place of his own inspections. He 
had examined the boiler since the explosion 
and was of the opinion that it was due to low 
water. The shell seemed to have been at 
white heat. He was notable to locate the 
safety plugs. A safety plug was a sort of low 
water alarm. 

Mr. Eckoff was recalled and he testified that 
he found safety plugs in the front ofthe 
shell, and the — being recalled said 
that there was one safety plugin a flue and 
two on the side and one was replaced by a 
solid plug. He put up the _ boiler and 
considered it all right. He didn’t wait for 
the City Boiler Inspector to examine it be- 
cause Mr. Eckoff, an ex-City Inspector. had 
told him that his inspection for tne Hartford 
Co. Was all that was necessary.

BURIED TO-DAY. 


Victims of the Dunbar Mine Disaster Laid 
to Rest. N 

DUNBAR, Pa., March 25.—The twenty-three 
bodies of the victims ofthe Hill Farm mine 
explosion, found Wednesday after a search 
of twenty months, were buried this morn- 
ing. The remains were placed in the coffins 
orrough boxes downin the minesand the 
relatives and friends were not permitted to 
see them. All but two were identified 


by some trinket in their posses- 
sion. The names were written on the 
boxes, which were securely nailed down. 
Father Milady conducted the services at the 
Catholic cemetery, where twenty-one of the 
victims were buried side by side. During the 
services a brother of Richard Bigley insisted 
upon seeing the face of his dead brother once 
again, but this was refused. At this he 
grew frantic. *‘By heaven, I shall see him,’’ 
said he, and, seizing a hatchet, attacked the 
rough box to cut a hole in it. He was grabbed 
by several men, andafter astruggie they 
succeeded in forcing him out of the cemetery. 
The other two bodies were buried in Franklin 
Cemetery. 

Coroner Hulbert and his jury concluded on 
a pian of astonishing stupidity. They de- 
cided that as two bodies were not positively 
identified, there was reason to doubt that 
any were, and to satisfy themselves they 
must view the remains again. Supt. Lang 
and others begged them not to do so, but 
they proceeded tothe graveyard, where 500 
people were gathered. They ordered the 
undertaker to open the coffin of Martin 
Cavanaugh. Scarcely was the lid removed 
when everyone rushed tothe place. Among 
them were Mrs. Cavanaugh, her daughter 
and the sister of the deceased.

Interviews on New Electric Road. 


A number of leading citizens of St. Louis 
were asked to express their opinion of the 
proposed new electric street rallway system 
that is in contemplation. Starting out with 
the proposition that the promoters of the 
new road propose to carry passengers from 
extreme points of the city for one fare, and 
construct branches from the main road east 
and west, tapping the new districts, the Fair 
Grounds, the parks and points of special in- 
terest, thus giving the city an arterial system 
committed to the transfer scheme, each eiti- 


zen Was asked the following questions: 
First—Do you believe in increased street 
railway facilities? 


Second—Do you favor any legitimate 
scheme of electric railway that s carry 
rs from remote districts to any 
tie point in a Tag — la

Isaac N. Mason, President of the Mer- 

chants’ Exchange: Do I favor rapid transit 
projects? erie AS I am in favor of 
anything that will up the city and open 
up new districts. I lived for twenty-five 
years in the South Side of the city, and 
although I now live in one of the northwest- 
ern districts, I advocate any scheme that will 
help the South Side, or any other district of the 
city. What st. Louis needs is a good system 
of through electric cars or cabie cars that will 
transfer to points where population centers 
or interest draws. The people conducting 
such an enterprise should be required to give 
us cars and a fair service. Agaln 1 say, 
I believe that all St. Louis needs is — rapid 
transit facilities. I indorse any fair scheme 
that will build up the city and do away with 
the two faresfrom points north and south 
now in vogue.’’

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Defeat of the Free Coinage Bill Bur- 


prises Its Friends. 


A CHANGE OF SENTIMENT SAID TO 
HAVE TAKEN PLACE. 


Mr. Bland Recovers His Breath and 
Grants an Interview-Future Legisla- 
tion on the Measure Forecasted—Ger- 
man Financiers State Their Views— 
Vote in the House in Detail 


WASHINGTON. D. O., March 25.—The iron 
hand of eloture is the only weapon that can 
throttle the opposition to the free silver bill 
and force a final vote upon that measure in 
the House. No one denies this to-day, and 
Mr. Bland and his friends are already pre- 
paring to invoke this last parliamentary 
resource to secure a decisive vote 
on the passage of the bill. The tie vote on 
the motion to table the silver bill last night 
is the surprise of the session—a surprise quite 
as much to the enemies of the Dill as to its 
most enthusiastic friends. The advocates of 
the measure have constantly claimed from 
thirty to forty majority on the passage 
of the bill, and the oponents of the 
bill have generally conceded a majority 
of from twenty to thirty. The 
conclusion is irresistible, therefore, thata 
secret change of sentiment or of policy has 
taken place within the past few days in cer- 
tain quarters, resulting, doubtless, from let- 
ters and petitions, and analysis of the votes 
shows this must have been the case and the 
thirty-six or thirty-eight absentees are un- 
defstood to be about equally divided on the 
question at issue. 

The free coinage men were overconfident 
in their assurance, and while the opposition 
has been pouring petitions and remons. 
trances to workup a public sentiment, the 
friends of the bill,resting in fancied security, 
allowed votes to slip away from them that 
they now think they could have retained with 
proper precaution and timely warn- 
ing. The filibustering tactics of 
the opposition last night showed 
conclusively thatthe anti-free coinage men 
can prolong interminably their dilatory mo- 
tions against the bill and that a final vote 
can only be secured by the Committee on 
Rules bringing in an order namingin ad- 
vance a day and hour on which the previous 
question shall be considered as ordered. 

THE FUTURE, 

Mr. Blana will at once call upon the Com- 
mittee on Rules, by resolution or otherwise, 
to report an order setting apart a day or 
number of days next week for the further 
consideration of the silver bill, and naming 
an hour when the question shall be put on 
the final passage of the bill and no intervening 


‘motions shall be entertained until such vote 


is taken.’’ 

Such an order asthis reported by the Com- 
mittee on Rules and adopted by the House, 
of course, will effecutually suppress the fill- 
busterers and make them powerless to pre- 
vent the final vote at the hour designated. 
As therules of the present House are pe- 
culiar in containing a further proposi- 
tion a report from the Committe on Rules is in 
order at all times; and that the speaker can 
refuse to entertain dilatory motion during 
its consideration, the opposition is equally 
powerless to prevent the adoption of such an 
order when reported by the committee on 
ruies. 

DILATORY TACTICS. 

In view, therefore, of the inevitable pro- 
gramme, the anti-free coinage men are pre- 
paring toappear before the Committee on 
Rules at the proper time and insist that if the 
silver billisto be taken from the calender of 
unfinished business to which it has gone and 
forced to a final vote, the special order shall 
contain a provision for the protection of the 
minority by providing for a vote upon the 
following motions: 

First. That the bill and substitute be re- 
committed with instruction to report back a 
pill asasubstitute to provide for an inter- 
national Congress to considerthe matters 
referred tointhe bill reported by the ma- 
jority of the committee. 

Second, if the above is decided in the nega- 
tive, thata motion similar to recommit the 
whole subject shall be permitted. 

Third, if the above is decided in the nega- 
tive thata motion to postpone the further 
consideration of the subject to a given day in 
December next shall be permitted. 

Fourth, if the above is decided in the nega- 
tive the previous question may be moved by 
the friends of the bill and the vote had first 
upon the substitute offered by the minority 
for an International Monetary Congress and, 
if that falls, then upon the pending amend- 
ments ofthe bill. If desired by the friends 
01 the Dill one sesslon of the 
House may be given tothe consideration of 
amendments. At the next session of the 
House at 1 0’clock that day the Speaker shall 
put the question upon ordering the bill to be 
engrossed andreadathirdtime. If decided 
in the affirmative, he shall immediately put 
the question: Shall the bill pass? 

CLAIMS OF OPPONENTS. 

The opponents of the bill take the position 
that in insisting upon a vote these separate 
propositions not in any way designed for or 
contributing to delay they are merely in- 
sisting upon the rights of the minority as 
guaranteed underthe rule. If the majority 
oppose a vote upon these detailed motions, it 
is contended that they will thereby place 
themselves in the position of desiring to op- 
1 and gag the minority. While the mem- 

rs of the Committee on Rules decline to 
oy any indication of their future action, 
he opponents of the bill feel confi- 
dent that they will be al- 
iowed a vote on the various 
separate proposition. It is generally be- 
lieved that, with the present sentiment, a 
final vote would result inthe passage of the 
bill by a slight majority, and the opponents 
of the bill feel that their strongest proposition 
for the defeat of the bill will be 
the motion recommitting it and instructing 
the committee to report back a substitute 
providing for an international monetary con- 
gress. The internatianal congress is the 
plan proposed by Congressman Springer for 
the solution of the silver problem, but his 
liiness at this time prevents him from giving 
it that support onthe floor that he would 
otherwise do. 


SILVER SHELVED. 


THE ACTION OF CONGRESS SIDETRACKS THE 
WHITE METAL AS APOLITICAL ISSUE. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March B. -The most 
exciting period of the session of the 52d 
Cengress occurred yesterday afternoon, 
when the Bland free coinage bill was up for 
passage in the House. It failed, and barely 
escaped thetable by speaker COrisp’s vote. 
It now goes on the calendar, and may be 


calledupat anytime by the Committee on 
Rules, but the effect of the vote of yesterday 
is regarded as effectually sidetracking the 
Silver issue in the coming campaign. 

The test was made on a motion to table the 
Bland bill. Many members recorded as vot- 
ingin favorofthe motion are known to be 
friendly to free coinage, andan explanation 
ofthis action can only be found in the as 
sumption thatthey deemed the shelving of

After the announcement of the vote there 
Was great disorder on the floor. Several 
motions to adjourn were made and lost. A 
motion to reconsider also failed. After much 
parliamentary fencing between the friends 
and opponents of the bill, the Chair an- 
nounced that the question recurred on Mr. 
Bland's motion for a previous question on 
the bill, and amendments. Then motionsto 
adjourn, to take recess, to adjourn till Satur- 
day and to adjourn until Monday were all 
voted down, and then Mr. Bland, stating that 
it was evident that no fair vote could be taken 
to-night, moved an adjournment, which was 
carried. at 12:35 a. m. So the silver bill went 
on the calendar, and the stubborn contest 
was over.

BLAND SURPRISED. 


THE FREE COINAGE CHAMPION TELLS HOW IT 
HAPPENED. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 25.—After ad- 
journment of the House this morning Mr. 
Bland was asked by areporter how it came 
that the vote on the silver bill was so close. 

1 must admit that the vote was a sur- 
prise, he said. There were men who had 
pledged themselves to support the Dill, 
but when the time came they failed 
to keep their pledges. True, there 
were some of the silver men absent 
but the same may be said of the 
opposition. Iexpected a majority of about 
twenty in favor of the bill, and the closeness 
ofthe vote rather took me by surprise. 
was not surprised, however, at the failure to 
reach a vote, for with the filibustering 
leveled against the bill I hardly expected any 
other action or result thanthat which was 
seen. 

But do you expect the bill to ultimately 
pass the House?“ 

„Jes, I do, replied Mr. Biand, but his 
tones lacked that confidence which was man- 
ifested in all he said up to the time that the 
first vote was taken. is manner did not in- 
dicate that hopefulness which has character- 
ized him up to the present time, and he 
seemed to have awakened tothe realization 
of the fact that perhaps after all anti-silver 
had a stronger feeling than he had given it 
credit for possessing. 


SILVER IN GERMANY, 


THE GREAT FINANCIERS OPPOSE A DOUBLE 
STANDARD. 


BERLIN, March 25.—The discussion in the 
American Congress of the silver question, 
has attracted much attention in Germany. 
The newspapers nearly all agree in the belief 
thatfree coinage of silver would bea bad 
thing forthe United States. Belleving that 
the views ofthe leading German financiers 
would be of interest to Americans at this 


juncture, your correspondent has interviewed 
prominent bankers and statesmen with the 
following results: 

Dr. Koch, President of the Imperial Ger- 
man Bank, the great financial institution of 
Germany, said that Germany would take 
part in a monetary convention provided 
Great Britain agreed to participate. ‘‘So 
far, however, Ihave not been informed of 
any such proposed conference by our treas- 
ury department,’’ said Dr. Koch, ‘‘as surely 
would have been the case if any official in- 
vitation or even intimation had been re- 
ceived from the United States.’’ Dr. Koch 
did not think it likely that England would 
make any change in her currency. England 
has at times heretical leanings towards 
silver, a platonic love for it,“ he said, but 
when it comes to a practical test she will 
stick to her gold basis.’ 

What will Germany doin the event of a 
proposed remonetization of silver?’’ asked 
the correspondent. 

We are very comfortably off now with our 
gold coinage,’’ replied the financier. ‘‘Ido 
not think that Germany would do any more 
than she proposed at the Paris conference of 
1882—that is, she would increase her silver 
coinage Dy about 10,000,000 thalers, and she 
would most likely somewhat increase the 
amount of her subsidiary silver coinage, but 
that would be all the concessions we would 
make. Of course what I say is my private 
opinion. I can not speak Officially for the 
Treasury Department. 

What do you think will be the effect of 
the present movement fcr gold coinage in 
Austria?’’ 

The law will be passed beyond a doubt, 
and it will militate, of course, still more 
against the international acceptation ofa 
silver currency.’’ 

„Jo what do you attribute the present 
movement of goid from America to Europe?’’ 

It is very strange, said Dr. Koch. Last 
summer and fall we expected a great gold 
export to America in payment for your crops, 
but instead you keep sending gold to Europe. 
I think it is due tothe haavy sales of Ameri- 
can securities inthe London market, which 
are probably caused by the desire to realize 
on the high prices at which these securities 
are now quoted. Dr. Siemans of the Deutsche 
Bank tells me that American securities are 
also sent from here to New York in large 
quantities at present quotations. We have 
scarcely any American securities among the 
large amount of bonds deposited with us, so 
cannot tell.“ 

Dr. Koch asked the correspondent to con- 
tradict the. statement extensively circulated 
in the French and English press that the Im- 
perial Bank kept a black list, in which 
were inscribed the names of German bank- 
kers who drew gold from the Imperial Bank 
for export. Of course we like to keep our 
gold reserve as strong as possible, but we are 
well aware that merchants are compelled to 
send gold abroad for merchandise and that 
bankers must meet the demands of foreign 
countries for money deposited with them. 

A POLITICAL GAME. 

As for the Bland bill, Dr. Koch thinks it 18 
only a move in the game of politics. The 
passage of a free silver law would have a 
very bad effect on American prosperity. Any 
sudden change in the currency had a dis- 
turbing effect and so much more the change 
toa baser metal. The result of such a ste 
would be to turn the current of gold still 
stronger toward Europe, lower American 
credit and ultimately to hurt those who ex- 
pected the greatest benefit from the law. He 
regretted thatasa result of the large pro- 
duction, silver was duch a drug in the mar- 
ket, but did not think any standard could be 
fixed by legislation. It was a question of de- 
mand and supply. Dr. och said in 
conclusion that Mr. Seligman, the New York

England also knew when she aws 
woll oft. ‘*As to the effect of free silver coin- 
in America, well; it would make America 
a silver country. Nobody would be benefited 
by it. The farmers would receive more dol. 
lars for theirtrops, but these dollars would 
have less purchasing value, and 
in the end they would be worse off. You 
can state two axioms which will cover the 
whole case, said Dr. Siemans. ‘‘The first is 
thata unge of currency is always bad, 
but that the change to an inferior currency 
will inflict especially heavy losses on the 
country making it. The second axiom is 
that inthe change to an inferior currency 
the workman, the r man, is the princi- 
palloser. His wages does not increase, he 
gets the same number of dollars, but he 
can’t buy as much as formerly for them.“ 

Dr. Slemans had also noticed with sur- 
prise thecontinuous export of Id from 
America. Like Dr. Koch, e had 
expected a contrary movement and ex- 
plained the matter similarly 
the heavy sales of 
securities. Through his position in the 
Deutsche Bank, which does most of this busi- 
ness, he was enabled to say that a large 
amount of such securities were sold by Ger- 
mans. Russia, . and the Austrian 
Bank draw on us and other German banks 
for their gold deposits; we don't like to 
weaken our reserves, we don’t feel like draw- 
ing much gold fromthe Imperial Bank; we 
meet the difficulty by settling our American 
obligations by the transfer to America of her 
securities hitherto held by us. It is almost 
impossible tosay how many millions of 
American bonds have gone across the ocean 
this winter in payment for your grain. 

COTTON PLAYS A PART. 

An American financier, to whom the cor- 
respondent recounted the explanation of Drs. 
Koch and Siemens, said that these gentlemen 
were quite right in their views as far as Ger- 
many was concerned. But they have omit- 
ted one fact, that whereas our — export 
to Europe this year was exceedingly large 
our cotton export was comparatively small 
and conseguently so much less was due us 
from that source. Take into consideration 
the increased demand caused by the heavy 
sales of American securities, and you have 
an explanation of the great flow of gold 
Eastward, instead of toward the West. This 
falling off in the cotton crop would be espe- 
cially noticed in England, not in Germany.’’ 

The otner great bankers of Berlin hold 
views almost identical with those of the 
gentlemen above quoted. Dr. Barth, mem- 
ber of the Reichstag and an authority on 
questions of national economy, said that 
Germany did not dream of taking part in any 
monetary conference, atleast not with the 
view of rehabilitation of silver. ‘‘Ithink,’’ 
he said, *‘‘you Americans are far too able 
financiers to make any mistakes in that di- 
rection.’’ 

Dr. Bremel, another leading member of 
the Reichstag, declined to talk about the 
matter at rst. Ihat matter has been fully 
discussed and settled long ago, he said, 
and all the fallactes of the silver men have 
been fully shown. At present only 
a few agrarians who wish to 
pay their debts witha debased currency are 
in favor of silver resumption herein Ger- 
many. As regards the United States, there is 
some danger of the free-silver law being car- 
ried. Ifsoit will react seriously upon Ger- 
many. Werely largely upon our trade with 
America,and the disastrous results which 
free silver coinage would have upon that 
country would injure our export trade, al- 
ready crippled by the McKinley bill. Amert- 
ca is a rich country, able to stand the results 
of serious errors, but there is a limit even to 
her resources. The turning over of her com. 
merce to the silver men may bring her dan- 
gerously close to these limits.’’ 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

Such are the views of the financiers and 
parliamentarians, who favora single stand- 
ard—gold, To hear what the bimetalists 
had tosay wasamore difficult matter, In 
the German Reichstag there are four men 
who fight for adouble standard—Count Von 
Musbach, a Conservative; Herr Von Kardoff 
ana Herr Leuschner, Free Conservatives,and 
Herr Von Schalscha, Center. All of these 
gentlemen, with the exception of Herr 
Leuschner, are away from Berlin. Herr 
Leuschner, who is a Privy Councillor, 
Member of the Royal Prussian State 
Council and director of the great Man- 
feldt silver mines, said that it was 
scarcely worth while to talk about the mat- 
ter. We are n a hopeless minority,“ he 
continued. There are only four of us in the 
Reichstag who occasionally speak for silver. 
The members of the Government are all in 
ſa vor of gold. Our following in the Reichstag 
is exceedingly small, and we are powerless at 
present. But some day there will come a 
smash, the result of all this perverse financial 
policy. Theonly thing which has saved Eu- 
rope formerly from the impending kratch 
(smash up) has been the bimetalistic policy 
of France. Ihope that America will accept 
the free coinage law. It will make America a 
silver country. It will take away 
from England all her Asiatic trade 
of the sliver countries. There are 800,000,000 
of people who use silver money only, The 
first great commercial power which adopts 
silver will get their trade. As it looks now, 
America will be that country. England, 
when she sees herself losing that trade, will 
introduce silver coinage and Germany will 
have to follow suit. Allit needs is for one 
country to start the ball rolling. Iam sorry

INTERVIEWS. 


VICTORS AND VANQUISHED GIVE EXPRESSION 
TO THEIR VIEWS. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., March 25.— What 
will be done next?“ was the question asked 
scores oftimes to-day on the floor of the 
House and in the corridors and cloak 
rooms. It had reference to the 
situation of the free coinage bill in 
which the interest had not slackened 
since yesterday, although there was not, of 
course, the same state of excitement pre- 
valling. The free coinage men were frank in 
their admission that the bill had 
received an unexpected check, but 
they were unanimous in declaring 
that if the bill came to a direct vote 


it would pass. This view is shared by a num- 
ber of opponents of the measure, but several 
of them believe that earnest work among the 
doubtful members will secure for their fac- 
tion a majority of votes. 

Mr. Pierce of, Tennessee, a Democrat and 
the foremost lieutenant of Mr. Bland in 
working for the bill, was very outspoken to a 
United Press reporter on his views on the 
present sitüation. I admit with all can- 
dor,’’ he said, that matters look very 
serious, but I believe we will pass the bill if 
it comes toa direct vote. You may say for 
methat the direct interferénce of Grover 
Cleveland and David B. Hill, has caused the 
present situation; their influence has been 
exerted both on the floor of the House 
and elsewhere, and it has succeeded in tem- 
28828 retarding the passage of the bill. 

he free coinage men are working against a 
combination of Cleveland, Hill and President 
Harrison, each of whom wants to gotothe 
country and say that heis the sparrow who 
killed Cock Robin. Speaker Crisp told me 
this morning that the Committee on Rules 
would bring ina rule providing for a direct 
vote on the bill, This will secure its pass- 
age. 

Mr. Bartine of Nevada, the leader of the 
Republicans in favor of the bill, was quite as 
candid as Mr. Pierce regarding the situa- 
tion.

Its 
opponents can hold us at bay, I think, so long 
as they resort to filibustering tactics, 
for the reason that many men who will vote 
for the free coinage on the direct question 
will vote against motions preliminary to 
securing action on that direct question.

TAKING AN OUTLAW. 


How a Plucky Kentucky Sheriff Captured 
Berry Turner. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., March 25.—The correspon- 
dent of a local paper, who visited Pineville 
the County Seat of Bell County, where Berry 
Turner, the noted outlaw, has been con- 
fined since his capture near Cumberland Gap, 
three days ago, presents this description 
of the desperado: Berry Turner is a 
man barely 45 years of age. He was 
born and raised here in the mountains 


In stature he is about 5 feet 6 inches, weighs 
perhaps 135 pounds, and walks with a stoop- 
ing, swinging walk. Heis very quick of 
action, and has a Keen eye that moves rest- 
lessly all the while: and seems to take in 
everything at a glance. He is a decided 
blonde, but his hair and short beard, once a 
molasses- candy color, is now heavily sprin- 
kled with gray. His voice is as soft and gen- 
tle as a woman's, and he never speaks in a 
loud tone. But there is something about it, 
particularly when he 1s in the least exas- 
perated, that convinces a listener that he 
means exactly what he says. 

Turner’s capture was effected by Sheriff 
Colson of Bell County and a posse of depu- 
ties. They knew the outlaw was secreted 
about the premises of his brother-in-law and 
succeeded in catching him like a rat ina trap. 
He was concealed in the loft of an outhouse. 
Hearing something move in the loft the Sher- 
iff called on Turner to come out and surren- 
der. The Sheriff says: It was in the night 
and quite dark. I told Berry that the jig was 
up. Atthis juncture Turner’s sister came 
upon the scene and yelled to Berry not to sur- 
render, to sell himself as dearly as possible, 
not to give up to the dogs, etc, 

I said to the woman, ‘You are advising 
your brother wrong. Your place is com- 
pletely surrounded by armed deputies; we 
do not intend to hurt any of you, but we are 
going to take your brother—dead or alive.’ 
To which she answered that Berry could lick 
any twenty men in the county.’’ 

Berry swore that he would not surrender, 
but after about an hour’s parley, I finally 
saidtohim: ‘‘Now, Turner, we came after 
you and we are going to take you back with 
us; the roof tothe house you are in is like 
paper, and if you do not surrender at once 1 
shall order my deputies into the loft of the 
big house and to fire down through the roof 
at you with their Winchester rifles; we can 
kill you like a rat, but we don’t want to harm 

ou at all, simply to take you prisoner.’’ 

He evidently saw the philosophy of this 
and concluded to throw up the sponge. 
Berry and I had always been on good terms, 
and finally he said that if he was sure it was 
me he would surrander, but that he would 
hold his fort until daylight, then I could show 
myself and he would come down. 

This we did, and when daylight came on 
he was as good as his word; he laid down his 
arms and surrendered.

THE MARINE BAND. 


Interesting History of the Organization— 
A Chat With Its Leader. 

Now, don’t call me professor; it is un- 
American. Plain ‘Mister’ is my title. 

The remark was made by John Phillip 
Sousa, director of the Marine Band, known 
officially as the band of the Marine Corps. 
Mr. Sousa has a pleasing address. Eleven 
years’ residence in Washington has 
viven to him the ease and the 
polish of the genuine cosmopolitan. 


He is a short, well-built, dark-colored gentle- 
man, witha neatly trimmed beard of inky 
blackness. A fatigue cap sat jauntily on his 
head, and the dressy overcoat of an officer, 
with its profusion of black cord and pretty 
buttons gave him the distinguished air of a 
military man. : 

In the early days of the century, the Amer 
can navy was winning glory and peace by 
the destruction of piratical beys and pashas 
from the shores of Tripoli. United States 
men-of-war scoured the Mediterranean for 
new pirates to conquer. Thus it was that one 
day a Yankee sloop in search of prey nosed 
along the coast of Italy. A _ troup of jolly 
troubadours came aboard and played a horn- 
pipe for the dancing sailors. Anchor was 
soon hoisted and away the Italians went with 
the American warship. Through storm and 
chase and bloody battle, they passed safely 
until the cruise was over, and with the dis- 
charged sailors they were Gumped at Wash- 
ington. 

the Italians knew not a word of the 
language. But they drifted tothe Barracks, 
and by means of theircornets and trom- 
bones earned a livelihood from the soldiers 
and sailors. But the presidents of those 
days, like their successors in the current gen- 
eration, were sometimes forced to do small 
things for political purposes, Soitwas that 
an order went forth from the Executive Man- 
sion that the crowd of merry Andrews who 
had been lounging about the barrack room 
must return to Italy. International compli- 
cations were threatened. 

The men were put aboard a frigate, poor in 
pocket but rich in barrack-room English. 
But the war with England was then at its 
height. British vessels*stopped every Amer. 
ican bottom and searched for Englishmen, 
Three British double-deckers gave chase to 
the American frigate with the Italian must 
cians on board. They may be taken for 
Englishmen,’’ said the Captain, and back he 
put to port to save the Italians and himself. 

The musicians came back to stay. They 
resumed their career inthe barracks, and 
7 wise with years.

My desire is the passage of the bill now 
before Congress to increase the Marine 
Corps,’’ said Leader Sousa. ‘‘The bill pro- 
vides for a Marine Band of seventy-two mem- 
bers and an increase of salaries. We now 
have only forty-seven members. Please do 
not consider me egotistic, but I belleve that 
the band of the Garde Republique in Paris is 
our only peer. Only graduates of the Con- 
servatoire are admitted to enlist in that 
band, and the people of Paris love them 
for their art. The Marine Band 
plays at all the official festivities 
in Washington, and frequently gives con- 
certs in Philadelphia. I am very careful in 
my selection of my men, because I feel that 
they stand before the world, when they play 
— the presence of the diplomats at Washing- 
on, 
This is our second tour of the country, 
and I find that patriotic airs are the favor- 
ites of the American people. ‘The Star 
Spangled Banner’ is the most popular, but I 
donot give it the distinction of the national 
air, because it is an old English drinking 
Hall Columbia,’ in my opinion, 
most appropriate national air. 
As a student of musicI favor classical com- 
positions, but as a band leader I give prom- 
inence to popular selections. Ihe people 
will flock to a concert where they know that 
they will hear old familiar pieces. They 
prefer the melodrama and the comedy 
of music to the heavy tragedy. 
The mass of the people do not take so much 
to compositions that are built upon straight, 
strict lines any more than they enjoy trage- 
dies that must end by rule with the death of 
the leading actors, ‘They lean toward the 
scenes of everyday life, with its changing 
lights and shadows. But in music, as well as 
in the drama, much depends upon the actors.

Over $15,000,000 a Year Paid Out of the 
St. Louis Office, 


Paying-teller Sneed in the United States 
Sub-Treasury has just finishea the stupen- 
dous task of cashing 72,000 pension checks, 
paying out a little over $2,500,000. These 
checks were presented by the banks inthe 
district adjacent to the St. Louls Sub-Treas- 
ury, and also by the indiviauals who were 
able to callin person at the teller’s window. 
These 72,000 checks were presented and 
paid during the twenty-five working 
days of February, or an average 
of 2,880 checks a day. In 


one day Teller Sneed handled 6,600 checks, 
on another 5,200 and on another 6,089, 
This wasin addition to his regular business, 
which occupies all his time when there are 
no pensions to pay.

HOUSE TO HOUSE VISITATION WILL BE 
A PERMANENT WORK. 


Arrangements Now Being Made for the 
Annual Canvass— Epworth League 
News—Service of Song at the Messiah— 
General Religious News. 


The house to house visitation tnaugurated 
last year by the St. Louis Sunday School Union 
is no longer an experiment. It will 
be made a permanent feature hereafter of 
evangelistic work. When the idea was pro- 
posed last year it was looked npon as purely 
theoretical, but the experiment showed it 
to bring about results of much 
practical utility. The union has gone about 
the work with renewed activity this year, 
and arrangements are practically completed. 

The city has been divided into 
eighty-one districts, over each of 
which there will be a Superintendent. 
He will ask forthe assistance of twenty or 
more Christian workers to assist him in going 
from house to house and taking the reiigious 
census so to speak. 

Each canvasser will be supplied with blank 
cards on which to fill out the number of per- 
sons in each dwelling, the number of church 
members and the denomination to which 
they belong and the number of Sunday-school 
children. He will then leave a card, asking 
those in the houseto attend divine service 
at the church of their choice on the — 
Sunday. The day set forthe visitation is 
May 12. The following Sunday, the 16th, will 
be observed with special services 
churches. 

The motto of the work is ‘‘Fishers of 
Men,’’ and the Union state in their circular 
letter to canvassers and district superin- 
tendents that the work isto be strictly unde- 
nominational, although interdenomtnatiqnal 
and evangelical. 

The utility of the canvass is in the facts it 

brings to light regarding the religious state 
of the city. The result last year showed 
44,440 families visited, 191,856 persons visitec, 
79,851 church members, 88,418 children, 30,009 
children attended Sunday-school, 103,834 
Protestant preferences, 71,740 Roman Catholic 
preferences, 17,678 without preference. 
The canvass this year will 
be in more experienced hands and 
the results more reliable. The union has 
elected Mr. E. H. Kellar permanent secre- 
tary-of the work with headquarters at Room 
27, Laclede building. He has prepared a map 
of the, city showing the denominational 
strength of every section, which will be at 
everyone’s disposal. 
The work this year will be very thorough, 
as it is intended to lay the plan and its re- 
sults before the Seventh International and 
Second World’s Sunday-school Convention, 
which meets here in September, 1893,

MISSISSIPPI RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 


The Sub-Committee Presents Its Report 
~The Senate Bill Indorsed. 

This morning Web M. Samuel and M. J. 
Murphy returned from Washington, where 
they bave been for some time in connection 
with the bill for making a permanent appro- 
priation for the improvement of the Missis- 
sippi River. This afternoon a meeting of the 
Executive Committee of the Mississippi 
River Improvement Association was held in 
the reading-room of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change, and Messrs. Samuel and Murphy 


presented their report. The sub-committee 
reported that the bill passed 

the Senate was of the most satisfa 
character. Conferences bad been held wi 
the United States Engineer Bureau, and 
opinion was freely expressed that the appro- 
priation of $3,750,000 annually for the period 


of five years would result in such an im- 


rr of the river channel as would 
nsure a de of from eight to ten feet on 
bars at all s of the year. This depth 
is admitted to be amply sufficient, and 
the 2 of such a channel ui, it 
is estimated, nearly triple the river 
commerce of St. Louis. With the passage 
ot a law on tho nes of the Senate bill, the 
present piecemeal system of improving the 


yriver can be abandoned, and much better 


work done atasmaller cost. In conversa- 
tion with members of the lower house the 
committee learned that the general sentiment 
was to make a liberal appropriation for the 
improvement of the river, and were reason- 
ably certain that the Senate bill would pass 
the House. To assure this, however, much 
work was required, and a telegram was sent 
to Kepresenrative Byrnes, request- 


ing him to after 
the matter. Another del tion will be sent 
to Washington to push when it is pre- 
sented to. the House. vote of thanks was 

to the sub-committee. Secretary Mor- 
gan reported that the merchants were re- 
sponding well to the appeal for funds. The 
meeting then adjourned, subject to the call 
of the irman.
